materials, services, or other assistance as the Government furnishing such 
assistance may authorize, in accordance with such detailed arrangements as may 
be made between them. 

The representatives of the Government of Japan and the Govermnent of 
the United States of America have i ecently held discussions for the purpose of 
making such detailed arrangements as mentioned above concerning a program 
for the cooperative research of Software Radio (hereinafter referred to as "the 

Program"). The following is the understanding of tiie Government of Japan 
regarding the results of the above-mentioned discussions: 

1 . In accordance with the detailed implementing an angemeuls to be made 
under paragraph 4, the Government of Japan and the Govermnent of the 
United States of America will mutually provide information, equipmejit, 
and materials which ai'e necessaiy to implement the Program. The two 
Governments shaii jointly bear the cost necessary for the execution of the 
Program. 

2. Tlie Program will be undertaken through coiiUacts with industries of 
Japan and industries of tlie United States of America to the extent 
necessary. 

3 . The present understanding will be implemented in accordance with the 
MDA Agreement and arrangements made tliereunder, including the 
Agreement between the Government of Japan and tlie Government of the 
United States of America to Facilitate Interchange of Patent Rights and 
7echnica] Information for Purposes of Defense signed at Tokyo on 
March 22, 1956.

I have the honor to propose tiiat, if the above understanding is acceptable 
to the Government of the United States of America, the present Note and Your 
Excellency's reply of acceptance shall be regarded as constituting an agreement 
between tlie two Governments which shall enter into force on the date of Your 
Excellency's reply and shall remain in force until six months aHer the date of the 
receipt of notice of termination by either Govermnent." 

I have the honor to confirm on behalf of the Government of the United States of 
America diat the foregoing understanding is acceptable to the Govenmient of the United 
States of America and to agree that Your Excellency's Note and this reply shall be 
regarded as constituting an agreement between the two Govermnents which shall enter 
into force on the date of diis reply and shall remain in force until six months after Uie 
date of tlie receipt of notice of termination by either Government. 

I avail myself of this opportmiity to renew to Your Excellency the assurance of 
my highest consideration.

5. The financial obligations and expenditures incurred by 
the Government of Japan and the Government of the United 
States of America under the present understanding and all 
arrangements to be made hereunder will be subject to budget 
authorization pursuant to the constitutional and 
legislative provisions of the respective countries. 

I have the honor to propose that, if the above 
understanding is acceptable to the Government of the United 
States of America, the present Note and Your Excellency's 
reply of acceptance shall be regarded as constituting an 
agreement between the two Governments which shall enter 
into force on the date of Your Excellency's reply and shall 
remain in force until six months after the date of the 
receipt of notice of termination by either Government. 

I avail myself of this opportunity to renew to Your
